The 
work is done on agricultural land, 
purpcse of which is to enable 
greater conservation of water and 
to stimulate better production 
from the soil, H. J. Wilder, 
county farm agent, spoke on var- 
jous aspects of the proposed 
project and its value to the dis- 
trict. 

R. O. Price, Upland, president 
of the County Farm Bureau, pre- 


sided and explained that the real | 


purpose of the meeting was to 

form a district to actually spon- 

sor the soil erosion project. 
Preliminary steps have been! 


taken lcoking to the actual soil ! 


erosion work, with a large camp 


established on Arrow | 


east of Upland. Before any work 
can be done, however, a district 
has to be formed to “sponsor” the 
work. 

Contracts have been made with 
owners of property on which the 
work will be done.

gain of $729,443, Mr. Price said. 
For Valencia growers in the coun- 
ty the increase attributed to the 
act was 50 cents for each packed 
box, a gain of $378,950. E 

Speaking of this year’s bumper 
crop, Mr. Price declared it was 
generally agreed “that without 
the California-Arizona prorate act, 
the growers would not have got- 
ten back the cost of production.” 

The Upland man, who is presi- 
dent of the San Bernardino county 
Farm Bureau, told of how Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace call- 
ed farm leaders to Washington in 
1932. The Agriculture Adjust- 
ment Act (AAA) was submitted 
by the farm leaders and accepted 
by President Franklin 1), Roose- 
velt and sent to Congress as his 
program. 

The act provides fon production 
control of what are known as the 
basic crops-——wheat, corn, hogs, to- 
bacco, cotton, ete, the speaker 
said. 

“Then we have the marketing 
agreements now to be called ‘or- 
ders’ in place of licenses,’ Mr. 
Price continued. 

Local citrus growers are famil- 
jar with the orange and grapefruit 
agreement, which is known as the 
California-Arizona prorate act. 
Mr. Price said that last year the 
act covered state as well as out- 
of-state shipments. This year the 
amended act applies only to out- 
of-state shipments and the Cali- 
fornia triple “A” passed by the 
state legislature operates auto- 
matically as agreed on at the re- 
cent hearings. The amended act 
is administered by two commit- 
tees, one a distribution committee, 
made up of sales organizations and 
a grower committee. The first 
committee ‘reports to the second 
and the second to the secretary of 
agriculture or his representative 
in prorating each week’s_ ship- 
ments. 

The speaker pointed out that 
Congress laid down all the rules 
instead of leaving it up to the 
secretary of agriculture, which is 
supposed to make it constitution- 
al. 

Mr. Price said that California 
also has a prorate act, which was 
adopted by the state legislature at 
the request of farm bureau leaders. 
This prorate act concerns lemons. 
At the recent hearing in Los An- 
geles on the act, individual grow- 
ers were given an opportunity to 
protest and the fact that no grow- 
er appeared against the act was 
looked upon by Mr. Price as show- 
ing the popularity of the act. 
When 40 per cent of the growers 
wish to cancel the act, it can be 
brought to an end, he said. 

Dr. Tolly of the University of 
California was loaned to Secretary 
Wallace and has had charge of the 
special crop agreements at Wash- 
ington, and Mr. Price reported on 
a recent address given by Dr. 
Tolly. Quoting Dr. Tolly, the 
speaker said: 

“We are working to a simpler 
type of control. More emphasis is 
placed on good farm practices and 
elimination of marginal lands. 
There will be a judicial decision 
next month on processing tax for 
basic crops. In case the supreme 
court decision is adverse, it means 
new legislation will be developed 
conforming to the constitution. 

“State governments will be re- 
quired to take greater part in con- 
trol and production control and 
marketing agreements are here to 
stay.”

Jaw, has written a book on “Law { 


and Lawyers” that is both critical 
and instructive, and is written 
from a psychological point of view. 
He looks upon the law with some- 
thing of tho% objectivity with 
which the anthropologist studies 
the religion of a primitive people. 


Professor Robinson thinks the new ! 
science of law will have to square | 


itself with natural science and will 
have to teach men to turn aside 
from age-old dreams to the factual 
study of social control, 

A study of the relations between 
men’s ideas about the universe and 
the institutions of law and gov- 
ernment, is the subject of another 
new book received at the library, 
the title of which is “Civilization 
and the Growth of Law,” by Wil- 
liam A. Robson, who is reader in 
administrative law in the Univer- 
sity of London. The book is not 
enclypaedic but is written with a 
view of illuminating the subject 
matter rather than exhausting it 
_-or the reader. The author has 
endeavored to show how legal and 
political institutions have been in- 
fluenced by magic, superstition, 
religion and science; and how 
these great forces have in turn 
been influenced by the law.

Total cultural costs of the Cali- 
fornia citrus grower in 1933 aver- 
aged around $152.11 per acre for 
Navel oranges and $147.98 for Va- 
lencia oranges.. This data is con- 
tained in a report of costs recent- 
ly completed by the Markets Ex- 
pansion department of Mutual Or- 
ange Distributors. 

Factors considered were fertil- 
izers, water, pest control, frost 
protection materials, general ex- 
pense, taxes, insurance, deprecia- 
tion on buildings and equipment, 
and general overhead. These costs 
are up to the time of picking only, 
and do not include picking, pack- 
ing, or selling expenditures.
